THE BOURBON VICTORY. 
DEFEAT OF THE REPUBLICANS CAUSED BY 
THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

CoLumBus, O., Oct. 10.—(Special. |—The 
revolution is complete. Hoadly is Governor 
by 10,000 majority. There is a bare hope 


j that the Republicans may get the Legis- 


lature. ‘It is not probable. The Democratic 
majority on joint ballot ought not, however. 
to be more than four or five. It will take a 
day yet to decide the point. From this it is 
seen that for the first time in nearly thirty 
years the Demucracy have obtained control 
of the Executive, Judicial, and Legislative 
branches of the State Government of Ohio. 
Blunders reaching back for two years have 
made this result possible. The mistakes be- 
gan after Gen. Foster’s second élection, 
when the German Republicans were driven 
from the party by coquetting with the Pro- 
hibitionists. ‘This class has ever since been 
an element of weakness, Last January the 
Republican leaders held a conference in this 
city, and after a heated discussion agreed to 
accede to the demands of the temperance 
men in face of the fact that this element 
had betrayed it in the previous election. In 
that conference Gen. Charles H. Grosvenor 
ot Athens gave the following picture of this 
organization: 

This party, numericaliy smal) and utterly im- 
practicable, has stood constantly in the way of 
progress. On every possible occasion it has 
taken advantage of Republican action, even 
when such action had been requested by them, 
and rendered it uopopular by their denuncia- 
tion, and labored in every direction totbrow the 
political power of the State intvu the hands of 
the Deworcratic party. The opinion of that 
party, and its good will, is impossible of con- 
ciliation. it will not aid the Republican party 
in pushing forward the very retorm it professes 
to demand. In ali our pians for the future that 
organization ought to be ranked conspicuousiy 
at the head of the list of our implacable and ir- 
reconcilable enemies, 

Gov. Foster’s predilections prevailed in- 
stead of this advice and the Prohibitionists 
were coaxed and cuddled with. ‘They have 
repeated their action of last year and again 
defeated the Republican party. The German 
Republicans, neglected and abused through- 
out the canvass, returned to the Republican 
fold despite its assaults upon their beer and 

avé it all the resvectable show it had in the 
final struggle. The Germans did not defeat 
Foraker and hand over the whole political 
machinery of the State to the Democrats. It 
was temperance people, who either 
did not vote at all sacrificed 
the whole Republican ticket in the 
hope of carrying the prohibition amendment. 
It is the God and morality portion of the Ke- 
publican party of Ohio, not the beer-drink- 
ers, that is responsible for this disaster. If 
the country districts and the Western Re- 
serve had done only a fraction as well as the 
Germans of Cincinnati and Cleveland there 
would have been a great Republican vic- 
tory. 

FOSTER. 

Many people will be inclined to biame 

Gov. Foster for the result. In a measure he 


is responsible for it. He turned the Repub- 


lican position in behalf of the temperance 
movement. Heis the best and foremost Re- 
publican manager in the State. He staked his 
political future upon this fight, and those 
whose cause he espoused have destroyed 
him. If he has any chances for future po- 
litical honors they are not visible to the 
paked eye. The Republican party next year 
will take a new directien, and conduct its 
own canvass regardless of the temperance 
agitators. Ifit had done the same this year 
it would have carried the State by 30,000. 

The result has astonished both parties. 
Where the Democrats expected to gain they 
have lost heavily, and where they expected 
to lose they have gained. The same is true 
of the Republicans. 

& PIVOTAL STATE. 

The Democrats look upon the result as 
settling Ohio’s position in the Presidential 
campaign of 1884 Judge Thurman said: 
‘“Itreminds me of the cyclone that swevt 
the Democratic party out of power in 1540. 
Itis a great victory.”” He could not be in- 
duced to say more. He wou!d not state what 
effect it would Nave upon the Presidential 
canvass of next year. John G. Thompson, 
who has been the most 


manager in this fight, says: “In 
the “hear of our great victory we 
can afford to be generous. ‘This success 
makes Ohio the pivotal State of next year's 
battle. We have secured a great advantage 
by making good use of it. This victory will

represented this district in Congress for ten 
years before he went to New York, and is at 
home here. He said: “The victory this 
year would not amount to so much if it was 
not for itsinflueuce upon the Presidential 
eanvass of 1 lt gives us the Presi- 
dency and endows Hoadly with a 
great deal of power to bank on in the fut- 
ure.

THE AMENDMENTS. 
AN EDITORIAL ESTIMATE OF THEIR 
FLUENCE ON THE RESULT. 

CoLumMBus, O., Oct. 10.—[Special. }—Chair- 
man Bargar, of the Democratic Committee, 
at midnight says that Hoadly will have near- 
ly 14,000 majority and that the Legislature 
will have a Democratic majority of twenty 
on joint ballot. He isalso of the opinion 
that the second amendment will fail. Secre- 
tary-of-State Newman and Mr. Balletine, of 
the Democratic Committee, are of the opian- 
ion that the Prohibitionists will cast about 
9,000 votes. Gen. Cowan, of the State Journal, 
will not give any figures on the number of 
votes cast by the Prohibitionists for the rea- 
son that he has no criterion to judge by, al- 
though they cast 12,000 votes last year. ‘The 
State Journal will say editorially tomorrow 
in speaking about the result: 

It is thought the proper thing on such occa- 
sions to induige in moralizing on the causes 
that have produced such results, and endeavor 
to explain why a State that is generally consid- 
ered to be Republican ona thorough canvass 
anda fuli vote should eiect the mocratic 
‘ticket two years in succession and by very de- 
eided majorities. No inteliigent statement of 
these causes can ve made ir the absence 
of more complete returns than are now 
at band. That the temperance question 
is largely responsible for the defeat, however, 
there can be but little doubt. It was the de- 
clared policy of the party to remain oéutral on 
the temperance amendments, and the candi- 
dates and organs.of the party generaliy acted 
upon that policy. The theory of that position 
was that the awendmens were submitted at 
the request of a large namber of citizens of the 
State, that the party had discharged its whole 
duty in making the subwission, and should not 
be calied upon to champion them. Tbis was, 
perhaps, true of the second amendment, 
bul. not of the first. The first 
amendment, providing for tne regulation and 
taxation of the liquor traffic, was not petiaoned 
for by any considerable nuwber of citizens. It 
was put forth as the doctrine of the party. as 
promulgated in the Cleveland platform of 1551, 
and having been thus decisred it would seew to 
have been the duty of the party to father its 
own offspring. The bantiing was orphaned, 
however, and makes but a poor show in the 
count of votes. 

The prohibition amendment bad a substantial 
following, and was sustained by a thorough and 
active organization which made itself felt 
in every corner of the State. It 
was non-partizan in the strictest sense of 
the word. so much 80, in fact, that its advocates 
were unable tu see any difference between the 


IN- 


+ attitude of the two parties toward the probibi- 


tion amendments, and, while it may have been 
true that Kepublicans sougbt support from op- 
ponents of the second amendment. whica fact 
was seized upon as the pretext for opposidion to 
the general Republican ticket by a portion of 
the prohibition advocates, they thus ignored the 
fact that but for the action of the Republican 

arty in the Legislature no opportunity would 


ave been given to test the strength 
of the probibition element in the 
State. Not only wus this true, 


but Judge Hoadly iavariably denounced the 
whole probibition movement in bis campaign 
speeches as a fanatical war upon the individual 
liberty of the citizen, and he said be wanted no 
support from such an impracticabie class of 
voters. Whatever may be said of the Demo- 
cratic party and their candidates in the cam- 
paigo, they cannot be charged with baving con- 
cealed their real sentiments toward the prohibi- 
tion movement or sought the support of its ad-

THE PAPAL CONFERENCE. 
DEPARTURE OF A NUMBER OF PRELATES 
AND CLERGY MEN. 

New York, Oct. 10.—[{Special.|—A num- 
ber of distinguished Catholic divines left this 
city today on the steamship Gallia to attend 
the Papal Conference in Rome next month. 
The delegation consistefi of the Most Rev. 
Michael A. Corrigan, D. D., coadjutor Arch- 
bishop of New York; the Most Rev. Patrick 
A. Feehan, D. D., Archbishop of the Prov- 
ince of Chicago; the Most Rev. James Gib- 


Baltimore and Primate of the Church in the 


Kingston, Canada; the Rt.-Rev. Bish- 
op Chatard, of Vincennes: the Kev. 
| Father Fitzgerald, of Little Rock; 


| Ark., the Kev. Father Kiely, of Wilmington, 


| Del, and the Rev. D. J. O’Connell, D. D., of 


Richmond, Va. Bishop Chatard will repre- 
sent Archbishop.elect Elder, of Cincinnati. 
Archbishop Gibbons took Father O’Connell, 
of Richmond, with him as secretary, while 
the Rev. T. Kelly accompanied Bishop 
Cleary, and the Rev. Father Farley went 
with Archbishop Corrigan. With Arch- 
bishop Feehan was Father Gill, of Chicago. 

For an hour or so before the Gallia sailed 
to-day her decks and cabins were crowded 
with Catholic clergymen, who came to bid 
good-by to the departing prelates. Among 
the prominent ones was Monsignor Capel, 
who exchanged a few words with the leading 
divines, and departed. Archbishop Corrigan 
took with nim the decrees of the late provin- 
cial council, held in St. Patrick’s: Cathearal, 
for the purpose of submitting them to the 
Pope, as the official representative of his 
Eminence Cardinal McCloskey. The confer- 
ence will map out the line of policy that 
is to be observed in future in Awmerica, 
and church discipline in every form will, it 
is understood, be made more rigid. It will 
be decided at the council whether it will be 
expedient to hold a National Council in this 
country next year. Some of the prelates are 
in favor of holding a National Council, but 
the majority, it is understood, are of the 
opinion that the conference in Rome next 
month will be sufficient for all pnrposes, and 
that there will be no need of calling a 
National Couneil. Mgr. Quinn will act as 
coadjutor to the Cardinal in the absence of 
Archbishop Corrigan. 


WESTERN UNTON,. 
THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

New York, Oct. 10,—The annual report 
of President Green, of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, shows that the company 
holds securities in various telegraph, tele- 
phone, ana other companies the market 
value of which is now over $10,000,000, and 
according to the report most of these se- 
curities are appreciating rapidly in value, 
These securities do not represent stocks in 
telegraph companies leased to the Western 
Union Company. Most of these are owned 
by it, aggregating some $12,000,000 moré. 
The company has 452,726 wiles of wire and 
2,917 offices. .Forty million six hundred and 
eighty-one thousand one hundred and seventy 
seven messages were handled during the 
year, the receipts from which were $19,454,- 
92, against $17,114,165 last year. The ex- 
penses for the year just closed were $11,7H4,- 
553, leaving a net profit of $7,060,649, 

Since January, 1806, the lines have been in- 
creased four-fold, with nearly six times as 
much wire facilities and six times as many 
offices, handling seven times as many mes- 
sages, earning three times as much gross 
revenue, and making three-fold as much net 
profits in one year, notwithstanding that the 
average rate per message to the public has 
been reduced from 3$1047-10 in 1866 to 6 
cents in 1585.

58,358 miles of wire, being 1544 per cent over 
the previous year, while the earnings show 
an increase of $2,340,937, or about 14 per cent, 
and the net profits an increase of $542,279, or 
about 8 per cent over the year preceding.

COLERIDGE IN CHICAGO. 


Dispatches Sent to the London “ Dally 
News ” the Nicht of the Banquet. 
Sept. 26.—{From Our Traveling 
Correspondeut.|—Sir James Hannen, Mr. 
Charles Russell, M. P., and Lord Coleridge’s 
other distinguished companions on his voy- 
age to New York, have left him, and the 
Lord Chief Justice is traveling alone in the 
West. Hearrived here Sunday trom Niag- 
ara. Friday he will go further West—to 
Omaha—returning to New York in time for 
the banquet, which the State bar will offer 
him the llth of October. Last night he was 
entertained at a banguet here, as the guest 
of the bar and the principal citizens. The 
company numbered over 350, and Lord Cole- 
ridge had an enthusiastic reception, which 
he acknowledged in a graceful speech. 
Hitherto he has triumphantly resisted the 
persistent siege of newspaper interviewers. 
One successful craftsman eluded the outer 
and inner guard and actually spoke with the 
Lord Chiet Justice, but he got nothing out 
of him except a few bland smiles, which fig- 
ure largely in his account of the interview. 
in these circumstances personal accounts of 
Chicago’s guest are confined to his outer ap- 
pearance. Today all the city knows that 
Lord Coleridge invariabiy dresses in broad- 
cloth; that his vest is cut very low, exposing 
an immaculate pleated shirt-front; that he is 
tall, of medium build, with scanty hair of 
silver-gray, and a face rosy and clean shaven. 
Here is a dazzling word-picture, as drawn 
at second-hand, of Lord Coleridge at Nia- 


gara: 

“He stood for an hour,” says THE 
CAGO TRIBUNE, “in mute adairation, lost to 
everything but the gigantic grandeur of the 
imposing scene before him. When spoken to 
he replied: ‘1 can say nothing. Iam over. 
powered by the sublime magnificence,’ ” 

Knowing what has taken place at all points 
of Lord Coleridge’s progress, it is amusing 
to read in several of the leading newspapers 
triumphant calls to witness his freedom 
from the plague of interviewing, supple- 
mented by a severe rebuke to the English 
press, Which, it appears, has been lying in 
wait for the Aimerican journals With intent 
to scoff at them in this matter.

Prospect that the Vintage of Cal- 
ifornia Will Be Ten Mill- 
ion Gallons. 


San Francisco Shaken by the Heaviest 
_ Earthquake Since the Memor- 
able One of 1868. 


A Gigantic Business Transacted Last 
Year by the Bank of Nevada— 
Directors Re-elected. 


Another Decline in Liverpool Wheat 
Freights—Heavy Rains in Oregon— 
A Murder Mystery. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., Oct. 10.—[Special. ] 
—The vintage of California is one of its 
greatest industries, and the following facts, 
obtained in interviews with leading wine 
merchants, may be accepted as authority, in- 
asmuch as they all agree upon essential 
facts. California’s wine crop this year 
may be called a good half crop. 
The yield in southern counties 
is pretty well up to the averdge, but in north 
inland counties has fallen considerably be- 
low expectations, The price of grapes is 
high, ranging from $22.50 per ton for the 
mission variety to $35 for Zinfandel, which 
leaves a good profit for grape-growers, who 
will clear from $120 to $150 an acre, 
but very jittle for wine merchants. It is 
further conceded that the quality will be 
much finer than last year. The crop of 1882 
was claimed to be 14,000,000 gallons, but 
did not really exceed 11,000,000. Merchants 
are confident the vintage will not be less 
ey 9,000,000 nor higher than 11,090,000, or 

Same as last year. Increased acreage 
would naturally lead one to anticipate great 
results, but the severe heat in June checked 
the growth of the sap and shriveled the 
young grapes. Atthe end of that month a 
disease called by the French coulare, or drip- 
ping, made its appearance for the first 
time in California, The fruit seems to lose 
its hold on the stem, and the slightest move 
by the wind or from any other cause makes 
the berries drop until sometimes bunches are 
half denuded. This disease attacked es- 
pecially the Zinfandei and Muscat, and pre- 
vailed in the irrigated districts of Los An- 
xeles and Sonoma Counties. The phyhloxera, 
not yet conquered, also did its share of de- 
struction. 

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., Oct. 10,—The heav- 
jest earthquake experienced here since the 
great one of 1868 was felt here last night. 
Buildings groaned, metallic roofings cracked, 
and many persons rushed half undressed 
from houses and hotels. The recollection of 
its bemx within one day of the anniversary 
of the earthquake of 1868 seemed to increase

their houses. Earthquakes are reported to 
have occurred during the night and morning 
at several places along the coast. The 
weather was oppressive.

A LAND OF FIRE. 


Nature’s Rude Aspects in Arizona— 
Journeyings Amid Petrified For- 
ests and Yawning Canons. 


FLAGSTAFF, Ari., Sept. 11.—[New York 
Tribune.) —Flagstaff a year ago was an un- 
redeemed Inferno; now it is for the most 
part quiet and of good repute. It owes its 
permanency to the timber business. From 
Northwestern Arizona down to the south- 
east into Western New Mexico stretches a 
vast belt of magnificent pine forest. Here 
the belt is cut by the railroad just under the 
shadow of the San Francisco Mountains. 
The trees are of extraordinary hight, 
Straight and huge in their proportions. Be- 
tween them there is no undergrowth—all is 
clear and open. Here and there the openings 
widen out into beautiful natural parks, 
clothed with a rich growthof grass. No 
finer cattle country could be imagined, save 
for the lack of water. Water is almost liter- 
ally as precious as gold. Men go out pros- 
pecting for springs just as the miner searches 
for croppings of ore. He who secures a 
spring can control thousands of acres of 
land. But the springs are few, often small, 
and not always trustworthy. The little 
Antelope spring, which supplies the cluster 
of cabins hard by, sometimes runs dry. Then 
water is hauled in barrels for miles and sold 
like any other commodity. The sawmill, 
which turns out a hundred thousand feet of 
timber a day to supply a contract of 32,000,000 
feet for the Mexican Centra! Railway, is run 
by steam power. Yet for this it is necessary 
to pump the water in pipes from springs 
nine miles away. At Winslow the railroad 
company sunk an artesian well 1,700 feet and 
struck salt water. At Ash Fork they sunk 
another well, which proved a failure. 

From the line of New Mexico the railroad 
runs for many miles through the barren val- 
ley of the Kio Puerco. The river-bed is 
broad, but the stream itself is only a scanty 
rivulet. Yet when there comes one of the 
sudden, fierce thunder-storms peculiar to 
this region the plains are flooded, and in an 
hour the river becomes a raging torrent. I 
have seen this happen again and again, for 
it is the rainy season now; butin afew hours 
the water disappears, the torrents plunge 
into underground water-courses, and the 
sands are parched as before. It has been 
suggested that huge stone tanks be con- 
structed to hold the water, instead of per- 
mitting it to flow-off at once. The suggestion 
seems a good one. Artesian wells have never 
obtained much success in the Western coun- 
try, and the water problem remains one of 
vital importance, 

_ THE PETRIFIED FOREST. 

It is by no means only among the forests 
that there are excellent cattle ranges. Near 
Jioibrouk, a town perhaps 100 miles to the 
east, the plains are covered with black graim- 
ma grass, and immediately along the river 
water is easily obtaimable by wells. Back 
from the river there are occasional springs 
and natural tanks. Some have been taken 
up by the Mormons, who have four or five 
settlements in this general section. ‘The 
same mania is prevalent in this country as 
elsewhere regarding the cattle business. 
Iierders have been coming in continually 
near Holbrook during the last few months, 
and many more are only kept out by the high 
price of cattle. Hoibrook appears likely to 
be the largest cattle point on the line. It is 
of some note also as being the nearest town 
to the petrified forest, which is twenty miles 
to the north. ‘To reach the forest it is neces- 
sary to secure wagon and driver, a camping 
outfit, and hammers and drills, The drive is 
long, hot, and tiresome, across a country for 
the mest part sandy, rocky, and barren. 

‘The forest at first sight shows only masses 
of gray and brown rock half imbedded in 
sand. A closer view shows that the rocksare 
the trunks of fallen trees lying about on the 
desertin strange confusion. Not much to 
see, you will say, but the hammers and drills 
soun put a different aspect on the case. 
llidden within these stony cvats are clusters 
ot erystals, some white and sparkling like 
diamonds, others green as emeralds, and 
others of a rich purple. Some 
are grouped in the hollows of geodes. 
You cleave a mass of dirty gray stone asun- 
der, and the light is reflected ina hundred 
prismatic hues. Elsewhere the hexagonal 
crystals are ranged in solid ranks runoning 
with the grain. Of daintily marked flints 
and agates there is an abundance, and of 
garnets as well, which are singularly large 
and perfect, and commend themselves to the 
discriminating mineralogist. California of- 
ters to the botanist a field unexcelled in va- 
riety of flora, but for the geologist 1 sup- 
pose, no section of the country presents 
richer material than Arizona. : 

Prof. Thompson, who is in charge.of the 
United States Geological Survey, now at 
work upon a map of this Territory, tells me 
that in riding ten miles near Zufhi, one 
passes from the Cretaceous age to the Gran- 
itic period with all the successive forma- 
tions plainly visible. It is often much the 
same in the cafions. West of Holbrook 
the railroad crosses the Caiion Diablo, 
an extraordinary phenomenon with 
enough of the infernal about it to give the 
name a relish You travel for miles 
along a perfectiy level plain which suddenly 
sinks, while under your feet yawns a chasm 
250 feet deep. On the other sidé the level 
plain continues. ‘There is simply a great 
gash in the plain runnumg for scores of miles 
north and south. On the sides the different 
strata ean be clearly traced. On the irrever- 
erent mind Arizona suggests a “monkey and 
parrot”? experience in its past. A countr 
so water-worn and fire-eaten, so upheaved, 
convulsed, rent asunder and distorted, has 
certainly earned the right to a long and 
peaceful holiday. 

AMONG THE CANONS, 

The generosity with which stones are seat- 
tered in this Jand renders traveling on a 
buck-board an effective means of penance 
and riding on horseback a source of fearful 
uncertainty. Lcan speak with feeling, for I 
have lately made two excursions. One was 
to Oak Creek Cafion, twenty miles south of 
the town. The pine forest extended all the 
way and far beyond, but pines are not 


water-proof, as 1 was forced to. find 
each of three nights that 
we camped on the trail. But the 


ealon was a wonderful sight. We came to 
it on its lower wall, and as we broke through 
the trees we saw rising over against us a 
mighty cliff of red and yellow sandstone and 
limestone hollowed out into caves, chiseled 
into towers and battlements, and stretching 
straight upward to a hight of 2,500 feet, 
crested with great pines that trom the bot- 
tom look like blades of grass. It was per- 
haps a thousand feet that we climbed down 
on our side, and at the bottom among shrub- 
bery and trees we found a clear, cold, mount- 
aip stream flowing down the narrow valley 
between the cafion walls. ; 

_And here, too, down in this far-off fissure 
in the earth’s crust we tound the inevitable 
squatter raising his beans and onions and 
waiting to see whether the survey would 
give his land to the railroad or the Govern- 
ment. The stream abounded in fearless, 
yamy trout, black-spotted, fat, and tooth- 
some, to be weighed by pounds, hot ounces 
as in the East, and we speedily secured 
strings that would hold their own even at 
‘There were some 
slight attendant discomforts,,sucii as rattie- 
snakes and tarantuias, but happily neither 
will go out of its way to bite, and no one 
was inclined to afford them any encourage- 
ment. But we paid dearly for our fishing in 
the climb up the precipitous canon wall in 
the blinding glare of a pitiless sun. |

THE SOCIAL EVIL. 


Resolutions of the Recent Congress at . 


the Hague. 

The Congress of the British and Conti- 
nental Federation for the Abolition of State 
Regulation of Vice, heid at the Hague, was 
brought to a conclusion Saturday, when the 
following resolutions were adopted: 


1. Ihe tongress demands that in every Na- 
tion in dealing with all questions. arising 
from the mutual relations of men and women, 
the law, if it speaks at all, shall declare itself 
on the side of equal morality and equal jus- 
tice between the two sexes. : 

2. ‘lhe Congress condemns the compulsory 
examination of the person as practiced under 
the systein of the State Regulation of Vice, 
whether applied to men or to women, asa 
gross violation of personal individual rignt, 
an outrage on the best instincts of civilization, 
and, wherever reduced to an administrative 
system, a disastrous hygienic failure. 

3. The Congress also condemns all official 
recognition of prostitution of a trade and an 
official recognition and toleration of houses 
organized tor the purpose of sexual vice. 

4. The congress condemns the system of 
giving to the police, or to any administrative 
body, any discretionary or exceptional power 
in relation to public morality, and declares 
that this subject ought to be governed by the 
common law. | 

5. Wherever the provisions of National 
law are not already sufficient to enforce the 
prohibition of organized traffic in vice, thus 
striking at the procurer and those on whose 
behalf the procurer acts, this congress de- 
mands that they shall be completed so as to 
secure that object. 

6. Considering} the mew and very remark- 
able proofs of the absolute failure and even 
the dangers of State Regulation of Vice for 
the purpose of protecting the public health, 
which have accumulated during the last few 
years; considering moreover the declarations

order to lead to satisfactory results and meet 
the legitimate demands of public opinion, 
should contain persons ether than officials, 
and especially those who have studied the 
question from the point of view of the Fea- 
eration. The seances were concluded by an 
address from the President, M. de Laveleye, 
who reviewed the work of the week.

THE OHIO ELECTION. 

The returns from the Ohio election are 
still incomplete, but they indicate that 
lloadly has been elected by a plurality of a 
few thuusand over Foraker, and that the 
Democrats have secured a majority in the 
Legislature. Both the constitutional amend- 
ments submitted on the liquor question have 
been beaten, the prohibition amendinent 
falling from 40,000 to 50,000 short of the re- 
quired majority of all the votes cast, and the 
“regulation”? amendment failing by a much 
larger shortage. It was reasonably certain 
from the moment it was decided to give the 
people the alternative of voting for prohibi- 
tion or regulation as an additional provision 
of the Constitution that: neither of the pro- 
posed amendments would be adopted; but 
the disastrous influence which one of them 
was destined to exert in the campaign was 
evidently not foreseen by the Republican 
Legislature. which yielded to the demands , 
of the Prohibiuonists, and thus made prohi- 
bition an important factor in the State eleec- 
tion. The theory of the alternative amend- 
ments was, that the opportunity thus 
offered to the people to vote for prohibition 
or for taxation of the liquor traffic would 
satisfy allclasses and encourage every citi- 
zen to act with his own political party and 
vote for the ticket he preferred without ref- 
erence to the liquor question. Had this been 
the case there is little doubt that the Repub- 
licans would have carried the State bya 
handsome majority. ‘They had succeeded 
thoroughly in conciliating the ruling senti- 
iment of the people with regard to the Scott 
law, which has yielded $2,000,000 to start 
with and promises still more in the future 
tor the support of the police and poor fund, 
and to reduce local taxation to that extent. 
Had liquor legislation been permitted to stop 
at this point it would not have been adis- 
turbing element in politics, and two or three 
weeks ago the closest political observers of 
the State were agreed that the Republicans 
would carry the election. But the Prohibi- 
tionists came in at the eleventh hour and 
converted triumph into defeat. 

The effeet of the prohibition agitation in 
Ohio has been twofoid. In-the first place, 
the vociferous energy developed by the Pro- 
hibitionists at a late day in the campaign was 
the cause of alarm among the liquor inter- 
ests, who rallied en masse under the Demo- 
cratic standard. If the impression had not 
gained ground that there was danger of the 
prohibition amé@éndment being adopted, the 
Germans would have had no provocation for 
deserting the Republicans and the anti-pro- 
hibition voters of all classes would have 
acted with their party, whichever it was, 
without apprehension. But from the mo- 
ment the adoption of the prohibition amend- 
ment was threatened those opposed to it held 
the Republicans responsible, and this feeling 
of resentment carried thousands of votes 
over to Lloadiv and the Democratic candi- 
dates for the Legislature which they would 
not have received in the absence of prohibi- 
tion agitation. The distillers, brewers, and 
winemakers united their efforts to defeat an 
amendment which, if adopted, would de- 
struy their property and. business, represent- 
ing an invested capital of 60 millions of 
dollars. These manufacturers, uniting their 
influence with the 15,000 saloonkeepers, ex- 
erted an immense weight at the polls. 

In the second place, it is evident that the 
Prohibitionists acted in bad faith. They sac- 
rificed the Kepublican ticket in the vain hope 
that they might carry throngh their prohib- 
itory amendment. They traded votes for the 
State and legislative ticket with Democrats 
to secure votes for theiramendment. Thou- 
sands of Prohibitionists voted for Hload!y and 
for Democratic candidates for the Legisia- 
ture upon the bargain that an equa! number 
of Democratic votes should be cast for the 
prohibition amendment. The Democrats 
were all the readier to agree to a trade of 
this kind because the more intelligent ones 
were quite sure the amendments cou!d not 
be carried any way and knew that it would 
be neutralized, even if it were carried, by the 
election of a Democratic Legislature and 
State Government.

ditions described that it would have had if 
there had been a square fight between the 
two parties on National issues, and the 
result does not warrant by any means a 
conclusion that Ohio will be included in 
the list of Democratic States for the 
next Presidential election.

the Democrats for the prohibition amend- 
ment. That this was the case is sufficiently 
proved by the Republican losses in the coun- 
try districts, where gains were to be expect- 
ed if the Prohibitionists had not intrigued 
against the Republican ticket. But the de- 
feat of the prohivition amendment also makes 
it clear that the Prohibitiowists have gained 
nothing by their treachery and ingratitude to 
the Republicans. 


THE WORK OF THE IOWA RAILROAD 
COMMISSION. 

In Iowa the relations between the railroad 
corporations and the people are intrusted to 
a State Commission, which is made up of 
one civ] engineer, one jurist, and one farm- 
er. A correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, writing from Des Moines, testifies 
that the work of this commission has been 
successful beyond the expectations of the 
people; has established many valuable rules 


and precedents, and has averted almost en- 


tirely the necessity of resorting to the courts 
fora settlement of disputes. He sums up 


the results as follows: 

The Railroad Commission bas taken the piace 
of law; statutes are becoming obsolete; courts 
are discarded. The commission is accessivie to 
all persons. Auy one wbo can write, or speak 
inte!ligently, can present a complaint, and it 
will be heard, whether he be poor or rich. Al- 
though the commission is nota judicial body it 
is making jaw very fast. lt is establtsbing prece- 
dents on point after point which will in future 
become authority. These precedents, if disre- 
garded by railroads, may be contirmed by 
statute. This will secure law based on ex- 
perience instead of speculation. Thus far the 
railroads bave cordiaily and promptiy obeyed 
every recommendation of the commission,

A large number of benefits to the com- 
munity is mentioned in detail by the same 
correspondent, and chief among them are: 
Treatment of the railways as public high- 
ways, and requiring equal facilities for all 
ears of connecting roads and other corpora- 
tions and individuals; prevention of dis- 
crimination against locations and individual 
shippers: enforcement of contracts between 
producers and carriers; requirement of rea- 
sonable rates of charges, along with publicity 
anda degree of permanency. Many minor 
reforms have also been achieved looking to 
an increase of facilities and safety. The 
lowa Commission, according to this account, 
seems to have rendered the people of that 
State more service than the Illinois Com- 
mission has rendered the people of this 
State, but both move along the same lines. 
Wherever the commission system has been 
fairly tried under rules and responsibility 
which provide a reasonable guarantee of 
fairness it has proved a boon both to the 
publie and the corporations by reducing /iti- 
gation and providing prompt remedy for 
grievances. 

Enlarged experience with State Commis- 
sions is preparing the way for a National 
Railroad Commission, which shall be charged 
with limitea jurisdiction over inter-State 
railroad commerce and governed by certain 
general rules laid down ina United States 
Statute. Llad Reagan’s bill in Congress for 
the regulation of railways contained the com- 
mission feature it would probably have 
made more headway than it has achieved up 
There is not much 
reason to apprehend corruption or perver- 
sion in asmail body of men intrusted with 
an lmportant National interest, governed by 
well-defined principles, and responsible di- 
rectly to the Government, Such a commis- 
sion, composed of honorable and competent 
men, Would be free from political consider- 
ations and improper-influences, and with the 
law, the courts, and the State Commissions 
at their back it would be able to restrain 
competition from a disastrous cut-throat 
policy and prevent combination from resort- 
ing to extertion and discrimination. 


THE GROWING DIVORCE HABIT. 

Man is the creature of habit. He has all 
kinds of habits-good and bad. There is the 
habit of going to bed early and getting up 
healthy, wealthy, and wise. Other men have 
the excellent habit of never using language 
they would not be perfectly willing to em- 
ploy in. the presence of a lady—if she were 
stone deaf. Mankind are adding new habits 
to their répertoire as civilization unwinds its 
thread of fate. The latest is the divorce 
habit. DVeople are acquiring the habit of be- 
ing divorced. in this we are returning to 
the practice of the bad age of the Roman 
Republic, when marriage contracts were 
made and broken as easily as a politician’s 
pledges. The Roman poet Juvenal tells of a 
lady who had eight husbands in five an- 
tumnus, but Martial Knew a woman who had 
had ten husbands in one month, which must 
have been a very highly-concentrated honey- 
moon, 

More divorces were applied for and granted 
in the courts of this city last Saturday than 
More than fifty 
couples who had sworn to take each other 
tor better or worse until death did them part 
were cut asunder with the celerity with 
which swine are splitin the packing-houses 
The social drift eyery- 


is more frequent than anywhere else in the 
country. Itis singular that where there is, 
on account of the surplus of women, the 
greatest demand for the available supply of 
men there should be the feast tolerance of 
his domestic eecentricities, but such is the 
case. ltis safer fora husband to snore in 
his sleep almost anywhere than’in Massa- 
chusetts, where there are more unmarried 
women in proportion to the population than 
in any other State, 

In New York divorcees are increasing with 
such rapidity as to amount to a social phe- 
nomenon. This year the number granted 
willbe morethan double that of the year 
Isv7¥. One cause of this, the divorce experts 
think, is the hard times which have pre- 
Vailed in the last two years. Husbands in 
flush times bave a silver salve for incompati- 
bility of temper that disappears too often 
with the receding ** hoon” that takes wit): it 
the funds for unquestioned milliners’ bills. 
Another special cause for the sudden devel- 
opment in New York of the divorce habit is 
the recent decision of its highest eourt, con- 
trary to ail previous rulings, that a per- 


son who had been divorced for his 
own fault ana (forbidden to remar- 
ry can go-into another State and 


marry again. and come back to New York 


received. 


in spite of the prohibition and live there as 
a lawfully married man. Under this ruling 
it is nearly as easy for a man to change part- 
ners in wedlock as in a waltz. may com- 
mit and parade acts of unfaithfulness for 
the very purpose of forcing his injured. wife 
to obtain adivorce. When that is granted 
her and he has been placed under the ban 
of one divorced and forbidden to remarry, he 
and his paramour may take the ferry-boat 
into the adjoining State of New Jersey, mar- 
ry there, and return to flaunt their * happi- 
ness” in the face of the law and the out- 
raged wife. A marriage valid in New Jer- 
sey must be held valid in New York. 

Whatisto be done? Before going into 
that question it is just as well. to understand 
that we are not face to face with any really 
new problem. The church has always been 
most rigorous in insisting upon the perma- 
nence of marriage, but even within the 
church the tendency has been steadily 
towards the loosening of the bonds that tie 
women and men together. The progress of 
the law, whici is to say public opinion, has 
been in the same direction. Adultery was 
the only cause known to the Jews for di- 
voree, but Luther, and Zwingli, and Calvin 
added other causes, such as desertion, cruelty, 
plots against the life of a consort, and the 
like, as sufficient. Viewed from one of its 
many sides modern civilization has been a 
steady process of individualization. The old 
dominion of the patriarch, the rule of the 
Chiefs of the tribe, of the husband, the 
father, has been softened until very little of 
its old absolutism remains. The tribe used 
to be the social unit. Wehave been in the 
habit of speaking as if the resolution into 
families was the final analysis. But weseem 
to be traveling towards a society in which 
the individual will be the only social unit. 

Up to acertain point the frequency of di- 
vorce may only signify that women are be- 
coming more high-spirited or hypercritical 
and that public opinion is becoming more 
helpful to them in their efforts to shake off 
an irksome alliance and whatis often thrall- 
dom worse than living death. but this 
philosophic view will by no means cover the 
excess to which thé frequency of divorce is 
being pushed. These myriads of divorces 
area bad sign fur us, just as they were in 
corrupt republican Rome. Where there is 
flippant divorce at oneend there is flippant 
marriageat the other. Marriage vows lightly 
given and lightly broken have never yet sig- 
nified anything but a worthless spirit in men 
or nations. The highest. human felicity is 
the harmonious union of a man and woman 
in marriage. Where that destiny is most 
nearly realized, in persongor a people, you 
will find achieved the greatest things for to- 
day and for tomorrow. If the increase of 
divorces indicates that we are traveling from 
that ideal, itindicates that we are traveling 
downward. 

One thing that should be done and done 
quickly is the adoption of an amendment to 
the Federal Constitution, as recommended 
by several of the wisest members of the New 


_York bench, permitting Congress to enact 


uniform lawson the subject of marriage ap- 
plicable to all the States and ‘Territories. 
Then an end could be put to the inexcusable 
confusion that now exists on this subject. 
in the conflictof present laws it is nothing 
infrequent for a man who has been divorced 
and has remarried to be legally married in 


one State but to be a bigamist in another; his . 


children will be legitimate in one State, il- 
legitimate in another. In one State they 
will be entitled to their share in his proper- 
ty, in another to none. 

A further advantage to result from the en- 
trance of National authority into this field 
will be the concentration of public opinion 
on the abuses of our divorce system, which 
is another way of saying the abuses of our 
marriage system. ‘The force of public opin- 
ion increases as the cube of its surface. ‘The 
public opinion of a State is a hundred times 
greater than thatof acounty. Thatof the 
Nation is tenfold more intense than that of 
any group of States. If the ministers and 
other moralists who are preaching and theo- 
rizing about divorce would devote themselves 
to some such practical and sensible measure 
asempowering Congress to pass a uniform 
divorce law they would doa great deal to 
alleviate the evils of which they complain. 
But we coufess that when we see a body 
like the Methodist Conference that has just 
met putting itself deliberately on record 
against the only plan that experience has 
proved to be effectual for the alleviation of 
the horrors ot the liquortraftic our hopes of 
expecting anything but impractical rhetoric 
from them on the divorce matter are very 
Slizht. 


Tue glassblowers now on strike in Pitts- 
burg refuse to submit to the reduction of 
wages proposed by their employers for the 
reason, as given by one of them, that the 
glass interest had its protection practically 
raised by the late revision of duties, and 
if duties are higher their wages must beat 
least as high as they were before. This is 
interesting. It shows that the workingimen 
have not been listening in vain to the argu- 
ment that high tariffs mean high wages at 
the expense of the rest of the community. 
But the Pittsburg men ought to goa step 


farther. If it is true, as was shown at the 
time the revision was made public, 
that the taxes on bottles are snb- 


stantially increased, they should not con- 
tent themselves with. resistance to the 
cutting down of their pay. They should de- 
mand an immediate’ raise equivalent to the 
additional protection their employers have 
There could on no hand be any 
objection to this. The object of protective 
tariffs is to put up wages. Consequently 
when the tariff is raised wages shoula be at 
once advanced. correspondingly. The en- 
forcement of this practical application of 
their own principles would be the most 
wholesome possible corrective for the errors 
into which these protectionist fallacies have 
hurried employers as well as employed. It 
would not be long before it would be univer- 
sally recognized that taxation could not raise 
the wages of those who paid the taxes. It 
would be seen and admitted that there are 
wide-sweeping causes affecting trade and in- 
dustry which can defy the operation of even 
the most ingenious tariffs. The present state 
of the glass interest is a casein point. lt has 
all the tariff it had the face to ask for, and 
yet itis in a state of stagnation. 


STREET-BEGGING has rapidly increased in 
Chicago, but if the promises of the Chicago 
Charity Organization are fulfilled beggars will 
soon be as great a rarity here as clean streets. 
This society, its Secretary—the Rev. S. Hum- 
phreys Gurteen—savys, is now: ready after 
eight months of preparation to get to work. 


People who are appealed to for help should, 


before giving it, refer every case to the so- 
ciety in order to be assured that the applicant 
is not an impostor. A Catlidlic clergyman 
of this city who inquired of the society the 
other day with regard to one who had 
asked for assistance found that he was 
dealing with an impostor who had just 
come to Chicago from an Eastern city 
where he was known to the corresponderits of 
the Charity Organization. There are thirty 
of these societies in this country. It is their 
object to help the deserving poor and the un- 
fortunate and to exterminate the profession- 
al beggars. They collect information trom 
every individual and association, including 
the County Agent, as to all persons who are 
receiving help, detect cases where humbugs 
are sponging on numbers of the charitable

simultaneously, keep records of all instances 
of imposture, and distribute money that is 
given them either for specific individuals or 
for general philanthropy. The Secretary 
believes that soon there will be no street 
beggars left and that no person in the city 
who needs help will be without it. This 
will be an ideal work in charity, which has 
been so dreadfully abused, and it is to be 
hoped all these anticipations wiil be real- 
ized. 


Tue third convention of the Mosher heirs 
met at the Palmer Housein this city yester- 
day.

Had a less prudent 
and less scrupulous man been in Mr. Webb's 
piace be would have taken charge of the San 
Francisco money, and thus have earned the 
gratitude of the Invincibles, while putting his 
organization in the position of a sympathizer 
with cowardiy murder and the methods of 
brutal assasins. Mr. Webb’s rebuke to the San 
Francisco Irishmen was ricbly deserved.

THE OLD WORLD. 

IMPRESSIVE SCENES AT TURGUENEFF’s FU- 
NERAL. 

Lonpon, Oct. 10.—[(Special Cable Dispatch 
to ‘Tine Chicago Tribune.}—The funeral of 
Turgueneff at St. Petersburg yesterday was 
one of the most imposing ceremonies ever 
seen in the Russian Capital. Infantry were 
placed all along the route from the railway 
station at which the body arrived to the 
Voilkoft Cemetery, where the great novelist 
was interred beside the grave of Belinsky. 
Bodies of gendarmes and Cossacks were 
placed at all street corners. 
Windows, balconies, and roof-tops 


Were occupied for a mile away.’ The bier 


was received by the Archimandrite of the 
Alexander Nevsky Monastery and the clergy, 
arrayed in vestments of black and silver. 
After the deep organ had toned and the 
chant ot the choir had died away, on a plat- 
form of heavy metal the oaken coffin was 
silently bourn by the car,P-which was drawn 
hy six horses, and was placed under a gor- 
geous baidachin of gold, surmounted 
by plumes of white ostrich-feathers. 
The cortége started for the cemetery, which 
was surrounded by 5,000 troops. Only per- 
sons provided with tickets were allowed to 
enter. They were composed of every class 
ot Russian society. There were 176 deputa- 
tions. Every portion of the Empire was 
represented in the funeral procession. At 
the head walked the peasaut serfs of the 
dead novelist, many of them weeping. Be- 
hind caine a group of students, who had 
brought two banners, with anchors of hope 
and broken chains, emblematic of freedom, 
on them. These were at once seized by the 
police. ‘The art societies, members of the 
press andi learned associations, and'the chief 
lyrical and dramatic companies of Russia 
mustered strongly at the grave. The 
speeches were of quite an abstract character, 
referring much tothe private and literary 
virtues of Turgueneif and avoiding all men- 
tion of politics, ‘There was much comment 
on the fact that neither the Moscow Guzette 
nor the Russki, the organs respectively of 
M. Kattkoff and M. Aksakoff, were repre- 
sented. 


At the close of the ceremony touching 


verses were read by the poet Piestchajeff, 


_ who was once an exile in Siberia. Ihe gath- 


ering dispersed quietly, leaving the grave 
literally covered with wreaths and trophies, 
twenty-two of which were bourn to the cem- 


etery by women. )

Now 
you want to avail yourseives of an excuse to 
endeavor toacquire Annam, and, under the pre- 
text oftinternational commerce, to depart from 
the trenty, trying to befool the world in order to 
give vent to your martial designs and seize 
cities, storm towns, slaughtering officials, rob- 
bing the revenue, killing the innocent, and en- 
couragin«. eerret Your outrages and 
crueltics bev: reached far and wide. Your 
crimes are firoet too pumerous for words, 
Your shame cculd not be wasbed out though 
you were to exhaust the waters of the West 
River. 

The issuer of this proclamation having re- 
ceived vonmmands to avenge the wrongs inflict- 
ed by you, and having sworn with bis army,with 
justice on his site, to lead the troops to the 
siaugbter of your vile tot, his first desire was to 
proceed with lightning speed, beat down your 
rabbit holes and exterminate your pack of foxes 
witbout pity. This would bea matter of great 
rejoicing to the heart of man and would mani- 
fest Heaven's vengeance. But reflecting that 
Hanoi is also a territory belonging to the 
Government, and that the traders there 
are all respectable, ioval people, 
could notendure that that city be reduced to 
ruins and young and .oid killedat the edge of 
the eword. I therefore issue this proclamation 
that you may know that on the day the procia- 
mation arrives you French robbers, who bave 
already acted unlawfully, may lead forth your 
crowd of dogs and sheep to meet our army of 
heroes. 

AT CANTON. 

Although the American Consul in Canton 
has not been assasinated, foreigners in that 
city are still ff®danger. The new Viceroy, 
Chang Hai Shing, is merely a convert- 
ed cut-throat. In his youth he flourished 
as the leader of a band of 
highwaymen in the Northern provinces 
of China. The Government, finding 
it impossible to capture him, made him a 
mandarin and gave him a viceroyship, a post 
for which his early training eminently fitted 


him. Chang has since abjured Socialism, but 


hates the outer barbarians and their innova- 
tions. During the recent disturbance the 
body of a Chinese boy, killed by a European, 
was left lying for days in the streets to excite 
the fanaticism of the mob. Crowds of China- 
men clustered round the itinerant ballad- 
mongers singing, * Li Ilung Chang is a great 
man, he means to defend Annam,”’ and de- 
nounecing “foreign devils.” The agitation 
continues.

THE VATICAN, 
PRIESTS IN ROME. 

KiomE, Sept. 26.—Never since 1870 have so 
many priests been seen in the streets of 
Rome. More than 2,000, including the Car- 
dinal Archbishop of Turin and the Arch- 
bishops of Milan, Florence, Naples, Palermo, 
Cagliari, Siena, Perugia, Pisa, and Spoleto, 
have arrived within the last week from 
Sicily, Sardinia, and ali parts of the penin- 
sula, the advance guard of the great Italian 
pilgrimage of which the lay section is to as- 
semble Monday next. This morning the ec- 
clesiastics were received iu audience by Leo 
X1LIL. in the great hall of the Canonization 
above the vestibule of St. Peter’s. Including 
the ecclesiastics of Rome _and_ the district, 
there were 5,000 present. The Pope received 
them seated on his throne and surrounded 


by many Cardinals and inembers of the Pon- 
tifical Court. An address was read by Car- 


dinal Alimonda, Archoishop of ‘Turin, to 


which the Pope replied at some length. 

In the course of his speech he said: “* This 
uoion is at one and the same time our 
strength and giory, and fulfills the supreme 

rayer of the incarnate Word of God, * Rogo, 

-ater, ut omnes unum sint.’” He told them 
that iu vupposing themselves to the fatal work 
of those who aimed at the destruction of re- 
ligious unity, which by the mercy of God 
Italy had always enjoyed, they would prove 
that their love for lialy was true. If they 
were accused of being enemies of thelr coun- 
try because they continued faithtul to him 
and to the Apostolic See and desired that its 
prerogatives should remain intact and even 
its civil sovereignty be saved, that instead of 
disturbing should strengthen them. in that 
way they would show themselves the truest 
and most faithful friends of their country, 
for the Koman Pontificate was the most 
splendid of Italian glories, the richest source 
of her prosperity and greatness. 


FRENCH FOREIGN TRADE, 
STATISTICS. 

Panis, Sept. 25.—In an article in the Debats 
M. P. Leroy Beaulieu points out that French 
foreign trade is not extending as it should 
do. It is even in branches declining. Ex- 
ports of manufactures in 1872 amounted to 
2,077,000,000 francs. In 1832 they did 
not exceed 1,857,000,000 fraucs, a 
dipiinution of 220,000,000 francs, about 


10 per cent in ten years, and this year, 


there is everv appearance of a further fall, 
inasmuch as the last eight months show only 
an exportation of 1,159,000,000 francs of manu- 
factures, against 1,210,00v,000 francs for the 
corresponding months of last ,ear. However, 
he does not think much alatm neea be 
felt on this account. Atter the war prices 
rose considerably, and especially those of 
raw materials. Now itt these prices have 
diminished since 1872 by a fifth or fourth, 
the French manufacturer who exports to the 


vaiue of 900,000 franes does as much business - 


as he did when exporting after the war to the 
value of a million. Then as regards di- 
minishing exports to England, this may 
merely show that France is now shipping her 
own goods to distant countries, whereas 
formerly she sent them out in English 
bottoms. Besides, the foreigners who visit 
Paris are on the increase, and more pur- 
chases are made by them on the spot than 
heretofore, so that fewer orders need be sent 
from abroad. ‘This, however, does not show 
that France is progressing as she ought to 
do, and sheis not. He blames workmen for 
being too exacting and the masters for bemg 
too easy-going, for not pushing their prod- 
ucts and adapting themselves to changes of 
taste, and reconimends them to turn over a 
new leaf and compete against the foreigner 
with more energy. 


SLAVERY IN BRAZIL. 
HOW THE ABOLITION LAW WAS EVADED— 
EMANCIPATION PROPOSED, 

Rio JANrtro, Sept. 6.—The slave question 
is a little in the order of the day. A consid- 
erable interest has just been given to it by 
the presentation to the Legislature of a peti- 
tion on behalf of fifteen emancipation socie- 
ties forming the ‘*Abolitionist Conredera- 
tion’ asking for a measure of immediate 
emancipation, not asa favor to the existing 
slaves, but as their legalright. From 1830 to 
to 1850, say the petitioners, when the Govern- 
ment exerted itself to stop the trade, the sta- 
tistics of the illegal importation of Africans 
show that not less than 546,515 had been im- 
ported, being so many cases, in the eye of the 
law after March, 1830, of freemen reduced to 
slavery, a crime not confined to their cases 
alone, but also practiced in that of every 
child of theirs maintained in slavery. 

ESCAPED THE BRITISH CRUISERS, 

Owing to the absence of convenient ports 
north of the San Francisco the contrabands 
were run into southern ports and rivers, 
which favored concealinent and escape from 
the british cruisers. As the existing slaves 
south of that river are only 1,156,648—little 
nore than double the number of the contra- 
bunds—itis argued that those existing slaves 
are mainly descendants of those contrabands, 
and this arguinent is strengtheued by the 
fact that when slaves.could be freely ijn- 
ported, and cost only $25 to $50 each females 
were ata discownt and few were imported, 
and that during the same time the annual 
ordinary mortwiity among the slaves was 5 
per cent, which was increased 10, 15, even 20 
per cent by frequent epidemics, so that but 
few plantations did not require annual re- 


-newals at least of 10 per cent. 


CHILDREN OF FREE INDIAN WOMEN. 

‘With regard to the 378,000 slaves who, by 
the last retarns, existed in the provinces 
north of the San Francisco, it is shown from 
contemporary history that in the seventeeuth 
and eighteenth centuries only male Africans 
were imported, their employment in the 
North being the felling of Brazil and other 
woods in the forests—work for men alone. 
liow, then, can the present slaves, the pe- 
titiopers ask, be the descendants of slave 
women?) ‘The Indians were free, and, in ae- 
cordance With frequent declarations of the 
Portuguese Kings, were incapable of being 
enslaved. The so-called slaves of the Norti: 
by their cast of features and their smooth 
hair, swow their Indian ancestry, and, says 
the manifesto of the petitioners, everything 
proves that the crime of reducing tree:en to 
slavery has been practiced in the North to an 
appalling extent.

‘The 
bell-punch cannot be operated by outsiders 
or by the conductors. The bell-punch has 
only a single register, and thé conductor 
cannot register a iow fare when he has col- 
lected a higerone. The trip-slip, which is 
punched in the presence of the passenger, 
shows also what he has received. Bui 
machines with different sets of registering 
devices gives the conductor this opportunity. 
The stationary or clock-machine was also 
recommended as effective, but as a paper dial 
is used this affords an opportunity for col- 
lusion between the clerk that sets the dial 
and the conductor; and the paper dial is 
also liable to become disordered. ‘The 
stationary register was considered inferior 
to the portable register. : 

The report was discussed at length, some 
members favoring an open-faced dial, on the 
grounds that a man might steal secretly, but 
would not do so if he thought everyoody 
was lovoking. 

Mr. Hathaway thought the whole question 
was “how to Keep conductors honest,” and 
some device must be adopted to keep them 
trom temptation. 

Mr. Sharp thought no device was good 
without detectives; the puuch was to assist 
the detectives. 

Mr. Hazzard thought the passengers cared 
very little whether the conductor registered 
the fare or not. A great many sympathized 
with the “poor, overworked conductor,” 
and he had seen them in Broadway stages 
hand the fare up to the conductor instead of 
putting it in the | 

Mr. Harding, of Boston, said his company 
employed two sets of detectives in addition 
to the use of the punch: one set were known 
to the conductors, and the other set were not 
known by the conductors or the other de- 
tectives.

THE DIAL REGISTER. 

The attention of the street-railway Super- 
intendents who are now in session in this 
city has been called to a new patented fare 
register for use on street-cars. The inventor 
claims for it that it will stop all kKnocking- 
down on the part of empiloyés, as it cannot 
be manipulated by any one not having a key 
to its innermost recesses. A TRIBUNE Te- 
porter saw it yesterday and witnessed its 
workings. it is in the shapeof a large 
round dial, and is placed over the door at one 
end of the ear. Along through the car are 
pulleys connecting with this dial, and every 
time a fare is collected the conductor pulis 
the nearest pulley and the hand moves 
around one point of the dial. At 
same .time a hole is punched 
in acontinuous strip of cardboard wound 
within the dial, and by means ot this strip 
the cashier, who has a key to the boxes, Is 
enabled to figure up the amount of the daily 
collections. When the conductors on a car 
change the change is indicated upon the slip 
by passing a key through a hole in the cen- 
tre of the dial. ‘here are 100 points on the 
face of the diai, but i,000 fares can be regis- 
tered on the slip, and each registered fare is 
indicated by the sharp rug of a gong. 
Whether this new register would work on 
the Chicago street-cars or notisa question, 
as roughs would be liable to beggar a poor 
conductor by repeated jerks at we pulleys. 
Then the large instrument is not as handy to 
manipulate as the bell-punch. Some of the 
registers may be tried in this city, however.

upon his arrival at his residence in Hyde 
Park. Jhat evening he took a short walk 
and was again subjected to excruciating pain 
of the same nature. Dr. Johnson was called 
and remained with him several hours. Tues- 
day morning he felt better and went to the 
store as usual. Yesterday morning he left 
the house, much against the wishes of his 
family, and started for the 8:15 train at Hyde 
Park Station. He went but a biock, however, 
and returned ing that he was afraid of an- 
other attack. He took a paper and lay down 
ona lounge, and shortly after passed away 
as stated above. Dr. Johnson and Dr. 
Charles Gijman Smith, the former family 
physician, united in declaring the cause of 
death to be heart-disease, induced by close 
application to business and insufficient exer- 


cise. 

The funera] will be held at the late resi- 
dence, on the southwest corner of Washing- 
ton avenue and Fifty-fourth street, Hyde 
Park, Saturday afiernoon at 2:30 0’clock p. 
m.; interment at Oak woods Cemetery. 

James Mairs Gilchrist was born July 9, 
1838, in West Chariton, Saratoga County, 
New York. His family was one of the rep- 
resentative families of the county. He was 


a graduate of Princeton College, and teach- | 


ing was the occupation of his earlier days, 
About the year 1865 he eame to Chicago and 
took the position of shipping-clerk in the 
firm of McKindley & Ingraham, McKindley 
being his cousin and Ingraham his brother-in- 
law. His ability and energy were remarka- 
ble, and he rose rapidly. in 1865 he became 
a member of the firm in 1867 Mr. 
Ingraham retired from the firm, 
and the firm became MckKindley, Gilchrist & 
Co. Since that time Mr. Gilchrist has been 
the leading member of the firm, and has en- 
joyed in mereantile circles a mosi excellent 
reputation for integrity and business ability. 
About five years ago he moved to Hyde 
Park. He was a respected member of tha 
community and a constant attendant at the 
services of the First Presbyterian Church, 
Hyde Park. He leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren--a daughter and three boys. 


Abram D. Titsworth, 

There died yesterday at his home at Weat- 
ern Springs, near this city, Mr. Abram D. 
Titsworth, aged about 62 years. Mr. Tits- 
worth was at one time counted among the 
prominent politicians and business-men of 
Chicago, but had of late years fallen into 
obscurity.

TUESDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 9.—|Special.]— 
When the House of Deputies convened this 
afternoon there was not even standing-room 
left for spectators. ‘he débate took an un- 
expected turn by the recurrence of the ques- 
tion that has of tate obtruded itself into the 
discussions—namely: whether the church 
should becailed the Holy Catholic or the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. Among the 
present members of the convention there are 
evidently a great many who are desirous of 
the former appellation, but their opponents 
were farin the majority. The debate was 
wart and spicy. $. Corning Judd, of Lili- 
nois, moved that the first resolution of the 
report under discussion _ he amended by 
striking out the words * Protestant Episco- 
pal” from the title page and inserting the 
words ** Holy Catholic” in their place. He 
said while speaking to his monon: 

The word Catholic means universal. I would 
it to the Romanists. The creed 
reads, I believe the Holy Catbolic Church,” 


while the outside of the book says we velieve | 


in the Protestant Episcopai Cpurch. don't 
want to recite the creed inside the church and 
when we go outside foreake it. We protest 
against the Romanists with all our power, and 
protest against the ultra Romanists in the same 
inauoer. I want some sort of consistency. In 
the sight of Aimighty God I am not ashamed of 
being a Catholic. 

Dr. W. R. Huntington, of Worcester, re- 
marked that the words “the church” coi- 
ing just betore would solve ali trouble. 

A member from Ohio said that the amend- 
ment was unwarranted. ‘There were the 
Church of England, the Gallic Church, and 
others, allof which were Catholic. Why 
should this be called the Catholic Church ? 

L. Bradford Priuce, a lay delegate from 
the missionary district of New Mexico, spoke 
with great fervor and eloquence. He saie: 

This is the most important thing to come be- 
fore the Americano Church not only in this con- 
vention, but yearafter year until we shall not 
be ashamed of our lineage. A name that bas 
existed tor 100 years hus tender associations, 
and should not be changed for a mere fancy, 
but only when souls can be saved thereby. 
There are millions of people in this country who 
are heathens, who do not know that there is one 
church claiming to be the church. When they 
inquire, and think, and learn they will come to 
the church from the midst of worse than 
heathenism. We owe it to our children to put 
up the standard undeniabiy. in debates and in 
our papers we call if the church. It is never 
the Protestant Episcopal Churcb, except ia 
some formal documents which were adopted 
when it was necessary, for various reasons, to 
bave some such name in opposition to the 
Church of Engiand a hundred years ago. 

William H. Stevens, of California, replied: 

Our forefathers gave the nume 100 years ago 
with a purpose. It dates back turther tban 
that. The expression is used in the Englisao 
forms of worship. The English Kings and 
Queens as far back as 1685 bave been crowned 
after promising under Oath to maintain the 
laws according to it. 

A. M. Sawyer, of California, said he must 
add his voice in favor of the amendment. 
“Our ancestors,” he said, * would be dread- 
fully shocked by a great many things that we 
do now, but they were saying ‘ Holy Uatho- 
lic’ long before they ever said Protestant 
Episcopal. Isee how this question strikes 
me on the shores of the I’acitic, where there 
are the Chinese heathen to be Christianized. 
‘They go to the different denominations and 
ask, What Christ do you bring” We don’t 
want negations. We want to say we do 
believe something. We want to go to work, 
and do not want tospend five yearsin ex- 
plaining what we don’t believe instead of 
telling what we do believe.” 

The Kev. Dr. A. Toomes Porter, of South 
Carolina, responded to the last speaker: 

Lam not pow prepared to change my church 
from mere sentiment. 1 am Catholic; so am i 
also Protestant. The census of the church 
sbows that it is but 2 per cent of the 

pulation of the United Statea. Would 
fe be modest to call it the Catho- 
lic Church? Itisonly a partof it. The Arcn- 
bishop of Canterbury wrote to us the other day 
cailing us the American Churob. Why not 
amend again and say, ‘of the Church in the 
United States of America.’ 

The Rev. Daniel C. Roberts, of New Hamp- 
shire, then offered an amendment to that 
eilect. ‘The debate became excited. When- 
ever one member had taken his seat half a 
dozen others were on their feet trying to 
gain the attention of the Chair, and loath to 

ive way to a more fortunate brother. 

‘jnally the hour for the Comnnittee of the 
W hole to rise arrived, and the question was 
called for. First the ainendment to the 
amendment was voted ape. {Under it the 
title page would read: “lhe Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and Administration of the Sacra- 
ments and Other Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Charch in the United States of America.” 
About fifty delegates voted for this reading. 
The original ainendment now,came up, under 
which the reading wovld bes “The Book of 
Coinmon Prayer and Adiisistration of the 
Sacrament and Other Rites and Ceremonies of 
the Church According to the Use of the Holy 
Catholic Chureh in the United States of 
America.”” ‘This was also lost, 292 voting in 
the negative, with 21 in the aflirmative.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 10.—This is the 
sixth day of the General Conference of the 
Free-Will Baptists. The Committee on Edu- 
cation presented a report-expressing grati- 
tude for the saving of three institutes of 
learning from falling into other hands, and 
recommending that Staver College be en- 
dowed, and additional efforts made in 
furthering the interests of religion. 

‘The Committee on Publication pre- 
sented a report recommending the 
members to patronize the religious papers 
of the denomination, advising that $10,- 
000 be raised for the Free Baptist, 
recommending that the property offered in 
St. Louis be accepted for the purpose of the 
establishment of a weekly newspaper, and 
that a monthly paper in the interest of the 
Free Baptists be also established. W ith the 
exception of the clauses referring to Shep- 
pard’s offer in St. Louis and the publication 
of a monthly paper, which were referred to 
a committee, the report was accepted. 

The conference went into Committee of 
the Whole on the question of abolishing the 
office of Financial Secretary, with closed 
doors. When they emerged no one could be 
found who would discuss the action taken 
on the matter under consideration.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 9.—This after- 
noon a well-known farmer named Franklin 
Monroe, residing at Humlock’s Creek, about 
twelve miles from here, came to this city and 
gave himself up to the authorities, stating he 


had killed.a man infront of his residence.

Elevator Accidents, 

‘CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune.)}— 
Elevator accidents, like epidemics, occur peri- 
odically, and usually do not cease till a number 
of persuns have either been maimed for life or 
have died of theiz injuries, and after one or two 
accidents the inevitable criticism of elevator 
builders and inspectors occurs. It is nearly 
two weeks since this subject was mentioned in 
your paper, and it is now probabiy quite for- 
gotten by the majority of those owning and 
using elevators, but I think it needs agitation, 
and my object in writing you is to furnish in- 
formation in regard to it. 

In your article in the Sunday issue of two 
weeks ago you stated that the number of ele- 
vators in the city was about 700, which estimate 
is far too low. There is scarcely a business- 
house ia this city in the wholesale line without 
one or two elevators, and all the larger retail 
stores, the public buildings, hotels, and many 
private residences have them. I have positive 
knowledge of at least 800 elevators having veen 

utin in this city by one firm alone. Now, this 

nocks a big bule in your estimate of 700. I 
thiok thai 3,000 would not be too large an esti- 
mate of the number of elevators at present in 
use in this city. You will find them away outon 
Miiwaukee avenue as far as Division street and 
on Biue Isiand avenue to Twenty-second street, 
places where you would bardiy suppose there 
was enough business done to require an ele- 
vator. lcould mendon a score of our richer 
citizens who have from one totwo in their pri- 
vate residences. Considering aii this, it is no 
wonder that accidents occur, but rather that 
they do not happen more frequently. 

Now, in regard to the inspecuion of elevators. 
I wish to point out the fallacy of expecting one 
man to inspect all the elevators in this city. Ino 
the first place, no one man can inspect an ele- 
Vator properly and thoroughly except it be one 
of those little one-story run band elevators. Any 
otber will certainly require two men—one to 
operate it while the other inspects dur- 
ing operation as well as at rest. No 
man can give a “reliable opinion about 
any piece of machinery, baving examined it 
while in rest, and for any elevator except the 
moat simple kinds—viz: Those operated by band 
and runoing only one or two stories, aod where 
the buteches are not cased so that the laspector 
can see everything while he operates it. A 
proper inspection cannot be made in from one 
to hve bours even with belp. Now, allowimg 
that ao Elevator Inspector working teu bours 
per day could inspect four elevators, and that 
the number of elevators in this city i8 say 2,50, 
which is a low estimate, how jong would it take 
bim to go the rounds of them all, working 30 
days inthe year? You can readily see that be 
could not get around once in tive years, and yet 
the city ordinauce relating to the inspection of 
elevators says that they must be inspected at 
least once every six montns. Now, bow is this 
going to be done? It certainly can’t be accom- 

lished by one man. 
of In regard to the fees charged for the inspec- 
tion of elevators they are not fair; $2 is too 
much for some, while it is not nearly enough 
for the inspection of an elevator which is in 
very bad condition and which pecessitates a 
second examination after having beeu repaired, 
especially if it should be complicated steam- 
engine or bydraulic elevator. An eievator in 
first-class order is much more quickly and easi- 
ly inspected than ove in bad condition. Coarges 
for inspection are a kind of tax,and if the 
charges were made according to the time and 
trouble necessary to make a proper inspection 
it would come lighter on those who wouid 
take the troubie to keep their eievators iu goud 
order. Elevator accidents usually ovcur five or 
six in rotation at regular periods of time, and to 
a casual observer this would appear remarkable, 
butithink it cao ve accounted torin this way: 
Usually after two or three accidents the papers 
begin to stir up those having or using elevators 
by publishing articles upon tae subject, and this 
oauses the iatter to send to some elevator- 
maer to have their boist examined and put in 
good shape, and this being dove generaliy, all 
the machines atali outof fix are toade so they 
will run safely for a year or more end fuiks are 
about begivoing to (urmet that there has ever 
been such a thing a8 a0 elevator accident, woen 
suddeniy ina few days’ time awhole batch of 
them is sprung upon the public. 

Of course, the inspection of elevators has for 
its object the preveadion of accidents, and it is 
a question worth discussion a3 to whectoer it 
would be vest for the city to go tothe expense 
of employing a number of Elevator Laspectors 
with the entailment of the necessary cierical 
force, or to pass af ordinance requiring every 
user of elevators to produce a certificats every 
three or six months for some reliable elevator- 
builder stating that their elevator was in good 
condition. It seemsto mé that the opinion of 
some practical mechanic of reputation is cer- 
tainty worth more than that of amano with no 

nalifcations beyond that of po itical influence. 

f course, with the best system of inspecnoa 
some accidents will happen, through inadvert- 
ence, carelesness Of attendants, and in cases 
where the by-laws relating to the proper in- 
closure of batches are neglected. Ecernal 
vigtlance on the part of those owning and using

COUNTY-BUILDING. 


The County Attorney yesterday informed 
“several inquirers that the registry for the com- 
ing election would be confined to the City of 
Chicago, as the elecuon was not a general 
State election. The registry will begin Tuesday, 
and will be revised two weeks from that day. 
The new engineer of the normal school 
building reported yesterday to Commissioner 
O'Neill that be had found the steam-pump of 
that building entirely demojished and beyond 
the possibility of repair. This condition of the 
steam-pump, which not only feeds the boilers, 
but also affords the only protection against fire 
the normal school buildings possess, was over- 
looked when extensive repairs of the heating 
apparatus were made, on account of the freeze- 
up last winter, which also destroyed the pump. 
Mr. O'Neill promised to send a steam-pump 
which can be spared at the Insane Asylum to 
the normal school as soon as possible. 
County-Clerk Ryan and Commissioner Mat- 
tocks yesterday talked about the new jury sys- 
tem, which the latter originated and is anxious 
to putinto operation in order to be relieved 
from the continual scolding of the Judges about 
bad juries. Mr. Ryan was of the opinion that 
he was obliged to first exhaust the contents of 
the old jury-box before he could draw names 


from the new one; but promised to bg guided in 
the matter by the advice of the CouBty-Attor- 
ney. Mr. Ryan admitted that the new systein 
of drawing juries would be a vast improvement 
provided the Judges would stop being liberal in 
granting excuses from jury service on 
flimsiest protests. 

The official list of polling-places for the 
coming eiection as adopted ,by the County 
Board last Thursday, but printed by fraud or 
error in Friday's proceedings, will probably see 
the light today. Commissioner Mattocks, whea 
asked about this list, said that it bad not yet fi- 
nally passed the board, the minutes in which it 
had been printed not yet having been approved. 
It would still be within the power of the board to 
make correcdons and changes in this list at the 
next meeting, Monday, when the minutes would 
come up for approval. When asked whether 
the iong delay in publishing the list which had 
never been read in the board did not afford a 
good opportunity for inserting changes surrep- 
titiousiy, be said it certainly did, but be did not 
think anybody would improve the opportunity. 
Mr. Mattocks also said he. did not think the late 
publication of the election preciacts would seri- 
ously affect the iegality of the election. 

Hospital-Warden McGarigle has not found 
much necessity for reform inside of the County 
Hospital, but plenty of it in the immediate sur- 
roundings of the buildings. He has been ciear- 
ing the grounds from rubbish, replaced the rot- 
@p piavk road from the Wood street entrance 
by a hard-rolied cinder road, and is now busy 
getting the cellar walls of the air-houses ce- 
mented. He discovered that the interior of the 
air-houses waa very moist on account of the 
cellar wails not being cemented, much to the 
injury of the quality of the air introduced 
into the bospital by the _ ventilators.

BILLINGS WAS BITTEN. 
THREE YEARS AGO HE THOUGHT MINING 

WOULD MAKE HIM RICH, AND NOW HE IS 

AFRAID IT WILL MAKE HIM POOR. 

Albert M. Billings yesterday filed a bill in the 
Circuit Court against William Whalen and oth- 
ers to get out of avery bad mining transaction 
in which he is unfortunately mixed up. He 
says that in June, 1880, Whalen called on him 
and represented he owned six mines in Nevada, 
known as the Congress, Cumberland, Lincola, 
Sierra Nevada, Farragut,and Bennet, situated 
in the Antelope District, which were worth mill- 
ions of dollars on a reasonable estimate, Whalen 
had exhausted his own bank account and want- 
ed more money to develop his property. He was 
willing to give an interest in the mines to any 
capitalist who would back him, but did not seem

phrases which mining speculators know so weil 
how to use the wonderful fortune which was 
hidden in his particular mountain of rock, he 
won Billings over completely, until he promised 
to furnish the necessary funds to develop this 
new Eldorudo. About this time Biilings was 
called away to New York, leaving George W. 
Fuller to represent him in his absence. During 
Billings’ absence, Whaien represented to Fuller 
that ao attachment had been ievied on one of 
the mines, and in order to prevent further com- 
plications, and also secure Billings, proposed to 
convey tohim the mines. Fuller agreed to this, 
and several deeds were made out conveying the 
mines to complainant for $50,000 a piece. No 
money was in fact paid, and Billings dia not 
even know of the conveyances until a month 
after they had been made. 3 

The sole purpose, as is-ecinimed, of these trans- 
fers was to secure compiainant for advances, 
In October, 1880, Fuller ana Whalen, together 
with George A. Milliken and H. H. Blake, two 
of complainants friends, obtained charters from 
Springtield for the incorporation of the Congress 
Consolidated Gold & Silver Mining Company, 
witb a capital of $5,000,000, and the Cumberland 
Consolidated Gold & Silver Mining Company, 
with a similar capital. Whalen subscribed for 
49,098 shares in each company, Milliken, Fuiler 
and Biake each taking one share. Whalen went 
to Nevada iu November following, being weil 
supplied with funds by Billings until the latter 
had advanced $12,000, and giowing reports were 
sent on here of the progress iu digging and of 
the richness of the ores. In the spring of 18%] 
Billings went out to visit the mining property 
himself, and then for the tirst time discovered 
that Whalen bad grossiy swindled him, and that 
the mines were utterly worthless. He found 
that Whalen bad never spent $20,000 on the 
property, as be bad represented, and that only a 
small part of the $12,000 advanced by him had 
been used as it was intended it shoulda be. ‘He 
accused Whalen of fraud, and the !atter offe 
to refund the $12,000 on Billings reconveying to 
him the mines. His proposition was gladly ac- 
— _ deeds prepared, but Whalen failed to 

0 bis part. 

When the companies were organized Billings 
was elected President of each, but without his 
knowledge, and when he learned of the char- 
acter of the mines he refused to longer act in 
such capacity. He never signed the stock cer- 
tificates which were issued, nor was anything 
paid on them,, though they purport on their 
face to he full paid. The completion of the exe- 
cution of the stock certificates was to be con- 
tingent on the results of compiainant’s exami- 
nation of the mines, but in order to satisfy 
Whalen of his goo: faith Billings gave him a re- 
ceipt for certain certificates tor 12,833 shares of 
stock in tbe Cumberland and 15,000 shares in the 
Congress Company, in the name of the Home 
Nationat Bank; but now mnlings claims Whalen 
is not entitled to this stock. haien takes the 
position that the sale was absolute. and has be- 
gunasuit at law to recover $300,000 from Bill- 
ings, One Samuel W. Pease ‘hes aiso becun a 
suit to recover $50,000 commissions from Whalen 
for selling the mines, making complainant a 
garnishee, and, by coilusion with Whaien, en- 
tered up judgment against him in order to 
fasten a aA on complainant. Not content 
with this, Whaien has aiso brought suit in 
trover against the Home Nationa! Bank to re- 
cover thejstock, the receipt for which he holds, 
and is playing a bold hand in order to force a 
settiemeot. in this very unpleasant dilema 
Mr. Billings invokes the assistance of the cuurt, 
and asks that the character of the transaction 
may be shown, that he may be beld to be only a 
trustee, and not the owner of the mines, they 
being worthless, that Whalen may be compelied 
to pay the advances made to him, and may be 
restrained from prosecuting the suits he bas 
begun. A temporary injunction was issued by 
Judge Tuley under a bond for $10,000. Measrs. 
Booth & Booth, W. J. Hynes, and L. N. Stiles ap- 
pear for complainants. 


REAL ESTATE. 

A NEW OFFICE BUILDING CONTEMPLATED. 
Ever since the lot at the southeast corner of 
Dearborn and Monroe streets was leased by Mr. 
O. F. Aldis, the representative of Mr. Shepherd 
Brooks, of Boston, the owner, to the 
Commercial Safety Deposit Company for 
a term of fifty years, scarcely 4 
week has passed that some rumor 
respecting the lease of the lot, 100 by 131 feet in 
size, Just south of this property. bas been circu- 
lated. According to these reports there have 
been all sorts of leases made for divers different 
enterprises, but ciose inquiry bas without ex- 
ception developed the utter groundiesness of 
these reports. This morning, however, Tug 
TRIBUNE is enabled to state positively that the 
lot last referred to bas been leased, and that the 
pee in the transaction, which require some 
ittie time to prepare, will pass in a few days, 
and aisv the iessees of the jot wili very soon 
begin the erection upon it of a six-story office 
building that will equal any structure of the 
character that has yet been erected in Chicago. 
Mr. George Edbrooke, the well-known arcni- 
tect, has drawn the pians for the buliding, 
and estimates for work upon the structure are 
now being collected. The drawings contemplate 
an edifice witha front of pressed-brick, with 
elaborate stone trimmings, ang a basement of 
rock-taced stone. Special attention will be paid 
to light and ventilation. Ic is estimated that it 
will require about $175,000 to complete the buiid- 
ing, and that it will be ready tor occupaaocy 
next May. The gentieman who has been con- 
ducting the negotiations for the lease of the jot 
for the capitalists who are to swing the euter- 
prise is Mr. A. J. Cooper, the real-estate dealer, 
who it is said will bave an interest in the deal in 
addition to his commissions. The terms of the 
ground lease are: $12,400 per year for ten years, 


and a revaluation every five years thereafter, 
until the expiration of fifty years. This will give 
the owner of the property 6% per cent on his 
original investment for the first ten years, and 
how much he will receive for the ensuing forty 
years it would be difficult to calculate at this 
time, as the lot is as faverably located for office 
purposes as any io Chicago, and will be very 
valuable before the lease expires. 

It is understood that the gentleman to whom 
the lease will go when the papers are finally 
made‘out is Col. J. B. Carson, of Quincy, and 
that Mr. Cooper will put 825.000 into the build- 
ing and be given an opportunity to acquire one- 
baif of the property as soon as he desires.

A PHOTOGRAPHER’S TWENTY YEARS OF 
EXPERIENCE WITH MEN, WOMEN, AND 
BABIES. 

* Fully three-fourths of all my patrons,” said 
aprominent Madison street photoprapher yes- 
terday, “are women and cpildren, and about as 
many of them are children as women. A large 
number of the children are babies. If there are 
any parents in this country with a baby 4 weeks 
old and upward who bave not bad its photograph 

‘taken I am not aware of the fact.” 

“To what extent do Cupid’s operations pro- 
mote your traflic?”’ 

“Just about one-half of all my patrons of 
both sexes have recently become engaged to be 
married and ‘get their tikenesses taken’ with a 
view to fanning the flame of affection in the 
bearts of the persons to whom they are en- 
waged. They are, however, mostly of the poorer 
and more ifnorant ciasses of people. The Jews 
bave a custom in connection With marriage en- 
gagemenots which causes photographers to re- 
gard them with a sort of idolatrous veneraton, 
When a young Jewish couple become engaged 
they not only exchange photographs, but each 
of them distributes four or five en of them

people.” 

“To what extent do the human family appear 
to be proud of their good looks?” 

“Well, lhave been in the photograph busi- 
ness for twenty years, andl bave yet to meet 
with the first buman being who thought bim- 
seif or herseif bomely. Sometimes when they 
come in here they say to me: ‘Of course you 
couldn't be expected to make a handsome pict- 
ure out of such a homeiy personasiam.’ But 
they say it with a smile, and show'very plainiy 
that the remark is a piece of conventional af- 
fectation.

This feeling is so gen- 
eral that it led photographers to reguiring pay 
in advance, as before they did 80 vot more than 
two persons out of tive ever returned to get 
their pictures.” 

“Then they are willing totake a flattering 
picture?” 

* Indeed they are, whether they are handsome 
or bomely. _Probably it will surprise you to 
know that 10 per cent of all the women who 
have their iikenesses taken in my gallery say to 
me: ‘Il want a pretty picture; 1 don’t care 
whether it is jike meor not.’ And a great many 
more feel and act tat way about it, though 
they do not like to say it. I never saw any men 
who were as greedy for flattery as that, but IL 
never saw any one who, like Bromwell, wanted 
to be painted as be was. They are all perfectly 
willing to have their facial biemishes concealed. 
Indeed, it is a common thing for women to 
speak of the defections in their countenances 
and ask ‘me pointediy whether I could take their 
likeness 80 as to conceal these repulsive feat- 
ures.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION OF 

THE ILLINOIS INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR 

GIRLS. 

The Association of the lllinois Industrial 
Schoul for Girls beid its annual meeting yester- 
day in the Methodist Church Block, Mrs. Helen 
M. Beveriage, of Evanston, LIL, presiding. 
About twenty-five lady members were in at- 


tendance. 

The President opened the proceedings with a 
few brief remarks, referring regretfully to the 
small attendance. 

The Kecording Secretary, Mrs. Emily A. Gunn, 
of Soutb receipt of $5,092 
during the year ending Sept. dv. 

The Superintendent of the school, Miss Eliza 
M. Miller, handea in ber report, which showed 
the school bad forty-seven giris iu charge at 
present; seventy-eight bad been under care 
during the year, thirty-one bad been sent to 
their homes. one had died; all present inmates 
in good bealth and working with increased en- 
ergy; Sunday-school in good condition, and a 
very jarge amount of neediework, washing, etc., 
done during the year. 

The report of the Board of Trustees contained 
a resolution in memoriam to the late Maud 
Harwood, teacher. and stated that Eliza M. 
Miller hud replaced Mrs, Flora Harwood as Su- 
perintendent, the iatter having been ubiiged to 
resign owing to her daughter's lilness. 

The Executive Committee reported the school 
in asatisfactory condinon. They bad conferred 
with the Soldiers’ Home Board regarding the 
purchase from the board of a piece of property 
now occupie the school, but the negotia- 
tions bad not yet been completed. Soldiers 
children ave at present received into the schuol 
in return for the privilege of tenancy. The 
Treasurer, Mrs. Myra Bradwell, reported as tol- 
lows: Cashin hand Oct. 1, 1882, $608; receipts 
for the year, $10,235; total, $10,858; disburse- 
ments for the year, $7,642; leaving balance in 
hand of $3,246. 

The election of officers resulted in the Presi- 
dent, Treasurer, and Recording and Correspond- 
ing Secretaries being all reéiected for (be ensu- 
ing year. Mrs. Dr. Blaine, of Hyde Park, was 
elected as Trustee in place of Mrs. F. A. Water- 
man, who bad resigned.

HE TELLS A PLAUSIBLE STORY, *BUT IT

THE BROKEN VIADUCT. 
CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS AGAINST THE TUG- 

MEN DISMISSED—CIVLL SUITS ‘TO BE BE- 

GUN. 

Considerable surprise has been manifested in 
the discharge by Justice Foote of the tugmen 
who broke down the viaduet at Adams street, 
thereby causing the accident which occurred a 
short time ago. It is a matter of fact, however, 
that there is no section in the criminal code by 
which they could have been held. The police- 
man wbo had them arrested iid so under Sec 49, 
Chap. 38 of the criminal ¢ode, which reads: 
‘Whoever having personal management or 
control of or over any steampoat or other pub- 
lic conveyance used for the common cCar- 


riage ,of persons is guilty of eross 
carelesness or onegtect in, or ino rela- 
tion to, the conduct, management, or 


control of such steamboat or other public 
conveyance, while being so used for the com- 
mon carriage of persons, whereby the safety of 
any person shail be eadangered, shali be impris- 
oned in the penitentiary not exceeding three 
years or fined not exceeding $5,000.” 

The section simply provides for steamboats 
carrying passengers and for their safety, and 


the tugmen’s case would not come under it. 


City- Attorney Grinnell says he was aware of 
this upoa the commencement of the suit, and it 
was allowed to go on in order to see if some 
other section would not appiy.

four Men Near Moorhead, Minn,, 
Guffocated by a Mass of Oats Fa)l- 
ing Upon Them While Asleep 
~Ten Others Narrowly 
Escape. 


MooRHEAD, Minn., Oct. 10.—A terrible and 
fatal accident occu rred last night at the farm 

of Mr. Northruff. eight miles east of Moor- 
nead, in which four men were billed outright, 
and ten more narrowly escaped with their 
jives. The fourteen men were members of a 
threshmg crew who had been threshing for 
Northruff the day previous, and were sleep- 
ing in the lower story of @ granary, the 


pushels of oats. 

During the night while all were fast asleep 
sthe floor suddenly gave way and completely 
puried eight who were sleeping at the ena 
of the building, where the floor first gave 
way. Six of the men who were sleeping at 
the other end of the room were partially 
crowded through the side of the house, 
which gave wav to the sudden pressure of 
the descending grain, and made their escape 
without serious difficulty. After giving the 
alarm they set to work to remove the 
eight of their comrades who were buried 
beneath the oats. Ail possible haste was 
made to rescue them, but the task was by no 
means a light one, and when the unfortunate 
men were finally reached fuvur of the num- 
ber were deaa from suffocation, and some of 
the others so nearly so that it was a matter 
of doubt for several hours if they would not 
die froin the effects. 

The dead are Andrew Larson, R. A. 
Rhodes, the engineer, a man named Charles 
Vin, and another whose name is not known.

A TEXAS MURDER. 


cent Arrest of Parties Alleged to 
Killed a Merder Several Years 
Rock, Ark., Oct. 10.—[Special.]— 
In an interview with a gentleman from 
Texas this morning, THe TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent learned some interesting facts con- 
nected with a case that is creating considera- 
ble excitement throughout Western Texas.

A Band of Heirs Gathered from 
All Parts of america.

from all parts of the States to the] meeting are 
his deseendants of the fifth generation. 
None of the emigrants to America accumu- 
lated vast wealth, but in England they left 
an elder brother named Daniel—vr Dan’l, = 
they call him now—who went into the 
Indian trade and realized a snug 8. tie 
died childless, and perhaps intestate, but the 
latter is a disputed point. According to the 
English law, as expounded  t. heirs, if 
he died without making a w 
would be held in trust for a century, 
would then revert to the crown.

4” The Birthday of the Irish Temperance 


Evangelist Celebrated at Cathe- 


Under the Auspices of the Catholic Total 
Abstinence and Benevolent So- 
cieties. 


An Earnest and Effective Address by the Rev. 
J. M. Hagan, President of the Cath- 
olic Temperance Union. 


The ninety-third birthday of Father Math- 
ew. the Lrish temperance evangelist, was 
celebrated last evenimg in Catbedra!l Hall, 
corner of Chicago avenue and Cass street, 
whder the auspices of the Roman Catholic 
and Young Men’s Catholic Total Absti- 
nence and Benevolent Societies. Vicar-Gen- 
eral P. J. Conway presided, and there was a 
Jarge attendance of the genera! public. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said they had met to celebrate the anniver- 
gary of a man whose labors were without 
limit, whose work and its results were known 
to the sons of Erin the wide world over. 
Theobald Mathew’s work was not confined 
to temperancé alone; his philanthropie lia- 
bors were great enough to make him famous. 
Bis aim was to elevate the Irish character to 

ahigher standard—lrishmen who lived up 
to that standard were men of high intellect, 
character, and genius. 

FATHER HAGAN’S ADDRESS.

f a large number of children, he was 
among the yOunger members of the family, 
yet his influence from the first was marked 
and commandme, his brothers and sisters 
looking up to him as their leader, counselor, 
and protector. His early education was un- 
dertaken by his relative, Lady Elizabeth 
Mathew, who was several years his senior, 
and who regarded him from childhood with 
a sincere affection, which remained un- 
altered to her death. 

. hie was educated at Kilkenny, and in his 
17th year entered the college at Maynooth. 
liis studies in that college, however, were 
interrupted the ie Ha year, 1808, in con- 
sequence of a violation of one of the rules, 
and to avoid expulsion he left the college. 
‘The time, however, was to come when he, 
who then hurriedly passed from its walls, 
was to be received within them with such 
honors as are but rarely accorded to, and 
more rarely deserved, by any man from his 
fellows—when he was to be Nailed with af- 
fectionate reverence by venerable priests and 
learned Professors, and with tuinu!tuous ac- 
clam s by warm-hearted and enthusias- 
tic stude Stimulated by the edify- 

m exanipie as much as impressed 
with the poverty of two aged friars, 
the representatives of the Capuchin 
Order in Kilkenny, he determined on 
attaching himself to the] lowliest and least 
influential of the regular orders in Ireland, 
and having ‘passed through the Capuchin 
novitiate, he was ordained apriest in the 
year 1814, The fitst scene of Father Mathew’s 
ministrations asa Capuchin friar was Kil- 
kenny, but he was soon transferred to the 
City of Cork, which for all time sual! eall 
iteelf favored in claiming Father Mathew 
asitsown. His little chapel, or friary, was 
situated in a very poor and neglected neigh- 
-borhood, where poverty and wretchedness 

unded. He soon perceived poverty 

, and wretchedness were Bh nig t about by 


more causes than ose some- 
times appeared on the surface, 
and his quick and steady eye soon 


detected the evil that was the cause of nine- 
tenths of the misery.of his fiock. He knew 
the name, -* well as the power and extent of 
this evil. It was the evil which the temper- 
ance societies, under whose auspices we 
meéet tonight, are organized to combat—the 
evil of intemperance—drunkenness—that 
foul, insatiable, criminating, hydra-headed 
monster from hell, which all of us see de- 
your our fellow-mortals day by day. 
What Bishop Ireland, that grand sacerdotal 

sperance advocate of the Northwest, so 


forcibly and graphically says of this horrid 

aid even with greater justice in 
Father Mathew’s day. 


‘This, ladies and gentlemen, was the evil 
which Father Mathew saw facing him and 
around him in the beginning of his priestly 
life, and he saw it in ail its demoniac fury 
and appalling hideousness. He saw it scat- 

~ tering broadcast disease and death, spread- 
ing poverty and vice, exhaling darkness and 
sin, devouring his people day by day, and to 
check this evil, to throttle it, and to shake 
off its blighting and deadly hoid on the Irish 
pronie became the great master passion of 
is life. And yet Father Mathew had lIa- 
bored and toiled among his poor and wretcb- 
ed people fur twenty-three years before he 
entered upon his life’s great work. He was 
slow to move, but when convinced, his mind 
fully made up, and his Pally 


formed, he was earnest and as 
the “firm-set earth.”

Once having decided, he acted boldly 
and promptly, like a man whose mind was 
thoroughly made up. The first step was 
taken the 10th of April, 1838. 
A meeting was calied that day for the pur- 
pose of forming a temperance society in his 
own school-room at Cork. Father Mathew 
made a brief statement of the circumstances 
that led to this meeting, of the history of bis 
own feelings, of his deliberate acceptance of 
the principles of total abstinence, the neces- 
sity of the pledge, and the value of associated 
eflort. Pointing to a book lying before hiin, 
he said: “I will be the first to sign my name 
tm the book which is on the table, and I hope 
We shall soon have it full.” ‘Taking the pen, 
hesaid, with deep and solemn emotion:

tic stream. The hundreds rapidly sweiled 
into thousands, and the thousands were be- 
fore the year was atan end to become hun- 
dreds of thousands. Thusin three months 
from the day that Father Mathew signed the 
book “in the name of God” the number on 
the roll was 25,000, 1n five months it was 151,- 
000, and in less than nine months it was 156,- 
000, So the temperance movement went on, 
swell like the tide, till it rushed with the 
force of a torrent, and eventually assuimd, 
soto speak, the dimensions of an ocean. 
The success of the movement astounded the 
world, ,From ail parts of thecountry peopie 
were seen rushing to Cork to take the pledge 
from Father Mathew; they came from Lim- 
erick and from the farthest part of Con- 
naught: some came by coaches and Cars, 
others by boat, and many walked from 
distant places. A marvelous, an awiul 
change came over the lrish people in Cork 
and its vicinity where the Gospel of temper- 
ance was tirst preached to them; and from 
thence the blessed influence went forfh. It 
was poured out over the whole island till 
hundreds, thousands, and millions joined the 
swelling ranks of the total abstinence army 
and pledged their loyal services to the sacred 
cause, 

Wherever Father Mathew went be was 
hailed with delight and enthusiasm, and his 
progress was a kind of ovation rathepthan a 
journey of advocacy, Invitations came pour- 
ing in upon him from all parts of the coub- 
try—from eminent men, both civil and ec- 
clesiastical, from religious societies and asso- 
ciations, from city corporations and even 
from literary and scientific circles. I[n his 
great temperance crusade, Father Mathew 
went through the Jength and breadth of I[re- 
land shrieking forth his impassioned appeals 
to his countrymen to rise out of the degrada- 
tion and wretchedness of intemperance and 
practice the heroicjvirtue of total abstinence. 

Some id@ of Father Mathew’s tremendous 
work may be formed from the fact that at 
Nenagh 20,000 persons are said to have taken 
the pledge in one day; 100,000 at Galway in 
twe days; and 70,000 in Dublin in five days. 
In estimating the Ildbors and results of Father 
Mathew, however, it is not needful to in- 
duige largely in statistics—to record the 
number of lectures he delivered, the number 
of pledges he administered, or the number 
of miles he traveled. In a general way lL 
may say that the number who took the pledge 
at. his hands is estimated ac millions, and that 
600,000 signatures proclaimed the success of 
his labors in this country, which he visited 
in 1849, traveling some 37,000 milesin twenty- 
five States, although grea enf by a 
stroke of paralysis which fallen upon 
him two years before. 

In 1849 Father Mathew visited America. 
His approach had been heralded, and he was 
met and received in a manner that a conquer- 
ing hero might bave envied. His course 
through the country was, indeed, one con- 
tinued ovation, and his journey little less 
than a triumphal march, for he not only re- 
ceived marks of the most distinguished con- 
sideration at all points, but, what was vastly 
more grateful to his feelings, he added more 
than half a million to the list of those who 

ledged themselves “to touch not, taste not, 
the intoxicat cup. After re- 
maining in the country nearly two years and 
a half, his enfeebled constitution, still more 
exhausted by his herculean. labors, admon,,. 
ished him that both his labors and his lif 
were approaching their termination, and that, 
he would die in his native land, he must 
hasten homeward. Accordingly he embarked 
in November of 1851. 

Reaching Ireland near the close of gf 
he was seized with a fit of apoplexy, from 
which he never recovered. He lingered till 
1856, whed, trusting in God, believing in 
Christ, and loving all men, his soul departed 
as consciousness leaves an infant that falls 


asleep. 

The spirit of Father Mathew gy and will 
liveon as the living, enereetic, inspiring 
thought of successive generations.

Cotton. 
- Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 10.—The cotton 
returns of the Department of Agriculture 
show that the condition of the crop the lst of 
October was worse than the ist of Septem- 
ber. The continuance of the drouth at 
many points, the ravages Of worms in re- 
gions most infested, and the more visible re- 
sults of previous injuries have reduced the 


general average condition from 74 to 68. In 


October last year 83 foreshadowed a crop of 
seven millions; in October, 1881, the average 
was 66 and the crop was less than five and a 
haif million bales. Indications point toa 
crop a little larger than that of 1881, but fall- 
ing short of the last crop by more than a 
million bales. . 

The highest condition is in Florida, where 
asmall breadth had an early and favorable 
start. The lowest is in Texas. The entire 
gulf coast suffered both from drouth and 
caterpillar. ‘The more northern States in the 
cotton belt escaped insect injuries and the 
worst severity of the ny season.
